Messrs, Editors:—You say in your 
excellent paper of this morning’s 
issue 

“The West will yield to facts and 
to sympathies where it would not be 
influenced by threats which some of 
the Eastern journals have been im- 
prudent enough to utter.” 

I protest, Messrs. Editors, respect- 
fully but most earnestly against the 
imputation contained in the above 
upon the course of the Eastern jour- 
nals in regard to certain measures of 
relief asked by the whole ple of 
that section at the hands of the Con- 
vention now in session. It so hap- 
pens as you well know, that every 
vounty save one in which the ne- 
groes have a majority there is a 
Democratic newspaper. The people 
in these counties have no representa- 
tion upon the floor of the Convention, 
snd unless the newspapers pub- 
lished in their midst speak for them 
Licey Cannot ve heard. How far this 
fact ac ounts forthe liberal support 
yviven by such counties to these papers 
it is not necessary here to enquire. 
In New Hanover there are two dem- 
ocratic papers, and there is one each 
iu the counties of Kdgecombe, Hali- 
fax, Craven, Bertie, Warren, Caswell, 
Granvilleand Lenoir—all of these 
counties, saye Caswell, without re- 
presentation in the Convention by 
reason of their negro majorities. 

Now, Sir what are the threats that 
Eastern journals have been imprud- 
ent euough to utter in behalf of their 
powerless aud helpless readers? So 
far as appears they consist of asser- 
tions of the vital importance of cer- 
tain measures of relief and expres- 
sions of fearthat if they be not grant- 
ed it will be impossibie to bring the 
white people of the negro counties to 
the polls in general elections. ‘There 
can be no doubt about the sincerity 
of Eastern journals upon these ques- 
tions. ‘hey know fuil well, indeed 
none know better than they how the 
corruptions and extravagances of the 
county governments come home to 
their people, and none know better 
than they what an intolerable burden 
and offence to white men negro mag- 
istrates are. It has not been a twelve 
months since a negro magisirate in 
the county of New Hanover had a 
white maa taken from the jail in 
which he was confined upon the 
charge of murder, carried him to the 
dead body of the murdered man and 
forced him to touch it, in the belief 
that if he was guilty, accusing blood 
would at once gush forth from the 
gaping wounds. And this was done 
openly, in the city of Wilmington, 
certainly the largest if not the most 
enlighteved and refined city in the 

tate ‘t is natural, then, that 
Kastern ournals should speak earn- 
estly and warmly these ques- 
tions in behalf of their practically 
disfranchised readers. 

And who and how many, Mr. Edi- 
tor, are these disfranchised people, 
who have no representation, save 
that they get through the press? Ac- 
cording to the last census returns the 
number of white voters in the follow- 
ing counties, allof which have negro 
majorities, is as follows: 


Bertie, 1,228 
Caswell, 1.510 
Craven, 2,028 
Edgecombe, 1,747 
Granville, 2,506 
Halifax, 1,469 
Lenoir, 1,038 
New Hanover, 2 S84 
Northampton, 1,315 
Warren, 1,123

The aggregate white vote of the 
State by the same census is shown to 
be 141,455, so that the white vote of 
the negro counties constitutes near 
one-eighth of the entire white vote of 
the State. With these figures before 
them, and remembering the results 
of former general elections, can gen- 
tlemen escape the conclusion that 
any policy that tends to dispirit the 
white voters of the negrce counties is 
a policy fraught with danger to the 
Democratic party in North Carolina? 
Cau the Democratic party reasonably 
count on suceess in the next general 
election if there shall be disaffection 
or even apathy in its ranks in the 
negro counties? Are not a ple 
who constitute one-eighth of the 
party entitled to some consideration, 
and if not, why not? Is it because 
they are powerless, helpless, voice- 
less” Are uot their votes worth as 
much in an election fer a Judge, for 
a Congressman or fora Governor as 
the votes of any other eighth of the 
party’ Are they to be forever 
franchised ? 

But let us look at these disfran- 
chised people from another point of 
view. If they do not receive their 
full share of the privileges, they are 
certainly compelled to bear their full 
share of the burdens of the govern- 
ment. 

The last Auditor’s Report shows 
that for the support of the govern- 
ment of this State $677,062.86 were 
collected in taxes, of which the ten 
negro counties named alone paid as 
follows : 


Bertie, $ 7,949.SS 
Caswell, 9,058.79 
‘raven, 12,551.37 
cdgecombe, 25,472.16 
Ciran ville, 15,677.98 
Halifax, 15,763.71 
Lenoir, 8,011.89 
New Hanover, 44,030.75 
Northampton, 11,582.22 
Warren, 11,012.16 
$161,068.01 


So that it ay pears the white people 
im these ten negro counties, unrepre- 
cented as they are, and powerless, 
and helpless as they are, pay within 
a fraction of one-fourth of the entire 
expense of the State government, for 
itis well known that negroes pay 
littie or no taxes. Is it§wise policy 
for a white man’s party to disregard 
entirely the wishes of a people who 
constitute one-eighth of the entire 
white vote of the State and who pay 
one-fourth of the entire expenses of 
running the government of the State? 
Surely not. And when journals pub- 
lished in the midst of these people, 
aud supported and sustained by them, 
are earnest in the expression of their 
fears that unless the particular relief 
desired shall be granted that apathy 
if not disaffection will follow among 
the people with whom they are best 
acquainted, is it a wise policy to dis~ 
regard the opinion of these journals, 
or to characterize their statements of 
facts as imprudent threats ? 

But suppose, Mr. Editor, that it is 
not only a threat, but a threat that it 
is imprudent to utter in the sensitive 
ears of our allxpowerlul Western 
friends, all-powerful at least inthe 
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| Convention; suppose I say that it 1s

a threat for an eastern journal to urge 
warmly that the present system of 
electing Magistrates must be changed, 
on the ground that if the amead- 
ments do not so provide, the white 
people of the negro counties will care 
nothing for their ratification, and 
will greatly weaken in their attach- 
ment for the Democratic party, from 
whom, it may be permitted to ask, 
did Eastern journals learn the argu- 
ment? If I mistake not, it was first 
heard from Western lips. Have the 
Democratic gentlemen the 
West, whooppose the relief sougint 
for by the Kast, ever given any other 
reason for their opposition than the 
belief that their constituents would 
not vote for it and would eygen 
unite with the Kadicals to prevent 
its accomplishment? And it 
come to this that the wishes of West~ 
ern voters only are to be considered ? 

It is true that the 1,293 white voters 
of Cherokee are represented in the 
Convention, and that the 2.834 white 
voters in New Hanover are not re- 
presented, but willone white Chers 
oKee vote count in the election for 
Governor next year, or on the ratitfic- 
ation question, as much as two white 
New Hanover votes? And does it 
give the people of Cherokee any 
peculiar weight thatthey pay towards 
the expenses of the State government 
enly $2,549.34, while the white people 
of New Hanover pay 344,630.75? The 
648 white votes in the county of 
Transylvania are also represented, as 
are not the 2,5 white voters in 
Grauville, and Transy'vania pays in 
taxes 31,986.06, While Granville pays 
$15,677.38. 

Butat the next general election 
will one Transylvania vote avail as 
much as four Granville votes? Clay 
county, with its 480 white votes, 
pays into the State treasury $711.24, 
and has a delegate,in the Convention, 
Craven county, with its 2025 white 
votes, pays 312,501, into the trexsury, 
and yet has no voice in the Conven- 
tion. Alleghany county, with 644 
white votes, pays into the Sinte 
treasury $1713.50, and sends a dele- 
gate to the Convention, and yet Eia- 
gecombe, that has 1747 white voters, 
and pays into the treasury $25,472.16, 
enjoys po such privilege. Aud Surry 
county, that with 1975 white voters, 
could raise only YSY for the Demo-« 
cratic party in IS72, and that pays 
into the treasury only 35,529.32, hasa 
delegatein the Convention, while the 
white people of the county of Halifax, 
who polled for the Democratie party 
in the same election 1,673 votes, and 
who pay into the treasury $15,763.71, 
have no representation. Which 
counted the most, the {89 votes in 
Surry or the 1,673 votes in Halifax ” 

If it should happen that relief 
should not be extended to the East, 
because of the ———— of these 
delegates, it would present the singu- 
lar spectacie of 5,040 white voters, 
who pay $12,290.26 in taxes, silencing 
16,548 white voters, who pay $161,- 
60.9!. It would present the no less 
strauye spectacle of 2.445 Democratic 
voters, silencing 14,285 Democratic 
voters—for the countiesof Alleghany, 
Cherokee, Clay, Surry and Transyl- 
vania, with a white strength of 5,0%0 
votes, cast only 2,445 for the candidate 
of the Democratic party for Governor 
in 1872, while the negro counties 
of Bertie, Caswell, Craven, Edge- 
combe, Granville, Halifax, Lenoir, 
New Hanover, Northampton and 
Warren, with a white strength of 
16,848 votes, cast 14.285 for him. Do 
Western gentiemen expect 14 cut of 
16 white voters to go to the polls in 
the East for a party that regards only 
western interests, while only 8 out of 
16 in the West go to the polls for that 
party ? What would be the condition 
of the Democratic party if the white 
men of the negro counties voted in 
the same proportion as the white 
men of the West? Isthere any hope 
of means that does not lie in the 
heavy vote given by negro counties? 
Ifany thing be asked of the white 
inen of the negro counties, but noth- 
ing shall be done for them by tie 
Democratie party, how long can they 
be expected to remain true to that 
party ? 

I sincerely trust ,Mr. Editor, that 
our friends in the Convention will 
pause and consider before they de- 
termine to refuse all relief to the peo- 
ple of the East. The white voters of 
the East are a noble set of mer, but 
afterall they are only men, and it 
will be idle for gentlemen of the West 
to expect a full vote if the dearest lo~ 
cal interest of the East shall be disre~ 
garded. 

I sincerely trust the experiment 
of trying to win a Democratic vie: 
tory, without the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the white voters in the negro 
counties will not be Sattempted. The 
inan who, because of the smallness 
of the number of the negro counties 
thinks they can bedisregarded, will 
surely come to grief. It may be they 
areonlyten in number; their white 
voters constitutes one-eighth of the 
white voters of the State, and they 
pay within a fraction of one fourth of 
the entire expenses of the State, and 
they will be disregarded at the peril 
ofthe man and at the peril of the 
party so foolish as to attempt it. 

I beg pardon, Mr. Editor, for oc- 
ecupying so much of your valuable 
space, but theimportance of the sub- 
ject, and the facts necessary to be 
stated, have rendered it imrossible 
to say less.

We surrender most of our space 
in this issue to the exposition of the 
views of Gen. Clingman on the cur- 
rency. The question becomes s0 
important a one in the political 
movements of the country, that we 
think we cannot do a better service 
than to present it, as it is presented, 
in the lucid, illustrative and unan- 
swerable arguments of Gen. Cling- 
man. 


Tue public debt question is left 
where it was before. It was deci- 
ded upon a principle that the Con- 
vention was unwilling to incorporate 
into an instrument so solemn as 
that of a Constitution the idea of 
repudiation. There is no more dis- 
position in the Convention than in 
the Legislature to recognize the va- 
lidity of the special-tax bonds. But 
to the latter will probably be left the 
management of the question. 


Tue Pioneer wants to know about 
that $2,000 offered to Dr. Wiicox by 
the Democrats “if he would fall 
down and worship with them.” The 
boot is on the other leg. The story 
is told the other way. The Demo- 
crats had nothing to offer if so in- 
clined, while the Republicans had 
money, place and honors (?) to be- 
stow. 

We would advise the Pioneer not 
to push the question of investiga- 
tion. It might unearth something 
the Republican party would be wise 
to keep covered up. 


THE EAST AND THE WEST. 

In the diseussion of measures for 
the relief of the East, the relative 
weight of Democratic strength in 
the two sections must not be lost 
sight of. 

The East contains 42 counties ; 
the West 51. A line passing through 
the State, starting from the Virgin- 
ia line between the counties of Per- 


son and Granville, and touching the | 


South Carolina line between Robe- 
son and Richmond, being the line 
agreed upon between the Eastern 
and Western judicial districts marks 
the distinction between the two. The 
State is thus divided into two sec- 
tions, of which the West is territo- 
rially somewhat the larges’. Bui it 
appears, taking the Pool and Pnur- 
nell vote as the basis of estimate, 
that the Eastern section has 52,087 
Democrats, while the West contains 
46,130. 

Therefore it would appear that, 
independent of other circumstances, 
the call of the East upon the Con- 
vention for some relief is not unrea- 
sonable. 


We have yet to find any of our 
State exchanges who do not favor 
the proposition to require the pre- 
payment of poll taxes as a prerequi- 
site for voting. It is treated by 
some a8 & new question and as in- 
volving a novel hardship, whereas 
it was the feature of our laws before 
the Constitution of 1868. The omis- 
sion of the requirement in that Con- 
stitution was for the express pur- 
pose of letting down the bars to the 
thousands of enfranchised slaves, 
who were supposed to be unable to 
contribute to the support of the 
government. But if not able to con- 
tribute to its support, surely they 
have no right to control it as they 
do wherever they are in the majori- 
ty. No right thinking man will be 
hurt by the reintroduction of a re- 
quirement which until recently was 
part and parcel of our system. The 
indulgence was not extended for the 
benefit of the white man. It is time 
this false philanthropy was ended. 
Few would really suffer by the pro- 
posed ordinance. When the objects 
of the poll tax are considered all 

suffer by the failure to collect it.

From the New York Herald, 
AN INTERVIEW WITII EX-SENA- 
TOR THOMAS L.CLING MAN. 


The Demecratic Piattorms of New 
York, Ohio and Peansylvania Cone 
sidered—A Piea for Rag Money. 


RaLeian, Sept 25, 


I-x-Senator Thomas L. Clingman, 
ef North Carolina, is now, since the 
death of ex-CGiovernor Graham, the 
only living contemporary and com- 
peer, in this State, of Clay Calhoun, 
Webster andthe rest of that grand 
galaxy of American statesmen who 
iliustrated a generation which msy 
well be characterized as the golden 
age of the Republic. General Cling- 
man entered publie life at an unusu-- 
ally early age, and rose rapidly. He 
is excellentiy well preserved, is 
wonderfully active, an industrious 
and laborivus student and retains 
much of the alertness, fire and vigor 
whieh in his youth won forhima 
national name for dash, promptness 
and intrepidity. Lealled on him last 
night at his hotel to ascertain for the 
readersofthe New York //era/d, his 
views upon matters of current public 
interest, and with the following re- 
sult: 

Correspondent—I represent the 
New York //era/d and would like to 
obtain your views on the currency 
question and the Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and New York democratic platforms, 
and your impressions as to the prob- 
able action of parties in the coming 
Presidential contest. 

General Clingman—My present ene 
gagements as a member of the Con- 
vention do not allow me time to give 
you an elaborate statement, but I 
have no objection to giving, concisely, 
my views on these points. The real 
questions involved are not fairly pre- 
sented to the popular mind. The 
people are misled and their minds are 
confused by the tacties of the con- 
tractionists or hard money men, as 
they call themselves, whose strategy 
prevents the people from secing the 
real issue. They know that every- 
body prefers specie to Inconvertible 
paper, and are continually erying out 
against rag-money. Their tactics re- 
mind me of a doctor who, on being 
‘alled to sce a patient with a frae- 
tured leg, or one prostrate with dis- 
ease, should, instead of administering 
restoratives, discourse eloquently on 
the advantages of out-door exercise, 
walking, running, or riding a trot- 
ting horse. Every person is ready to 
admit the wisdom of such preserip- 
tions for people in health. The con- 
dition of the United States resembles 
thatof a man gradually recovering 
from a serious injury, and who must 
suffer a relapse if prematurely put on 
hard labor. The great pecuniary loss 
which the country sustained by the 
late civil war is not generally taken 
into the account. if you consider 
that, including advanecs made by 
States, towns and individuals, and 
what tie government paid out during 
the war, with its acknowledged debt 
it makes $4,000,000,000, The debt of 
the Confederate States was probably 
half as much, or $2,000,000,000. Then 
1,000,000 men, perhaps, were either 
killed or so disabled as to become non- 
producers. If these men were estimat- 
ed as being individually worth only 
asmuchasan able-bodied slavesold for 
in 1869—3$1,500—there must be added 
a further loss tothe country of $1,500,- 
0,000. Then there were employed 
on both sides for four years, nearly 
1,000,000 men, who reeeived for their 
labor not more than one-third of 
what they would have earned at 
home. Besides this there was anim- 
mense destruction of property in 
the South during the war, while the 
North sustained heavy losses on the 
sea in several modes. A fair sum- 
ming up ofall these items will show 
that the country, as a whole, must 
have sustained a loss of not less than 
$8,000,000,000, and perhaps as much 
as 310,000,000,000, 

This immeuvse loss was not so ap- 
parent, because of the very large is- 
sues of paper credit in different forms 
which took the place of the property 
destroyed, and thus created the im- 
pression that there had been little or 
no jossof wealth. The country over- 


"flowed with paper representatives of 


money, the whole amount of cireula- 
tion being not less than two thous- 
and miillions, 
made contracts on this basis, and, as 
the volume of currency was dimin- 
ished, the debtor class found them- 
selves under a burden which was 
constantly growiug heavier. Thusa 
man who, ten years ago, borrowed 
what was equivalent to $40 or 350 in 
gold, is now, in addition to the inxs 
terest, compelled to pay double that 
amount. Of course, the debtors are 
the weaker class and have the strong- 
er claims for aid; but, in faet, the 
action of the government was against 
them and tended to increase their 
burdens. Had the volume of the eurs 
rency been kept steadily at the same 
amount that it was at in close of the 
war, this condition would have been 
perfectly fair to both parties, and 
neither debtor nor creditor could have 
justly complained.

harder for them to pay off their obli- 
gations. I was sucprised to see how 
long the country held up under this 
rapid increase of the burdens of the 
people. Had the eurrency beem re- 
duced onty one balf, say lo 
000.000, | believe the country would 
have been able tostand up under it. 
But when the volume Was reduced 
to only a third of what it had been, 
its back was broken and the crash 
ec me. Asanoverstrain on a chain 
will cause its weakest link to give 
way, so such speculators as Jay Cooke 
first went under. Had the govern- 
ment then added $100,000,000 to the 
legal tenders the panic would pro- 
bably have beea arrested; | 
strain has been kept up, and link 
after link has given away. ‘The 
wound inflicted on the eredit and busi- 
ness of the country is now so deep 
that it will not be easily healed. 
Even strong establishments have 
collected their resources and are 
standing still from apprehension. 
Money cannot be obtained now for 
useful business enterprises. Banks, 
seeing that debtor after debtor 
is falling under the pressure, are 
alagmed and stand still, not 
knowing at what moment the force 
of the storm may strikethem. Busi- 
ness is thus rendered stagnant, and 
laborers eannot be profitably em- 
ployed. Many are living on their 
past earnings, While others are sink- 
ing into poverty and want, and this 


condition must continue and become 


worse unless an remedy be 
applied. Though the evil first fellon 
the interior, it has reached to centres 
of trade. People feel that they are 
too poor to buy much of the country 
merchant, and hence the country 
merchants do not purebase largely of 
the wholesale dealers, and the great 
eentres of trade are suffering. 
Moneyed men, apprehending justly 
that the bottom has not yet been 
touched, are holdingon to their funds. 
‘The map who sees that be can now 
buy alotin New York for half what 
it would Lave cost him five years ago 
is waiting in the hope that next year 
he may be able to buy it for only a 
fourth of its former value. Capitalists 
stand still, hoping that better oppor- 
tunities will present themselves for 
investment, and laborers are thus 
kept idle and in want. Applications 
on the part of the people for relief are 
met with denunciation. A leading 
advocate of hard money says that the 
man who ealls for more circulation 
js dishonest—that he wishes to pay a 
hundred dollar debt with only Ss0. 
ut he insists that it is noton!y right 
to make a man who only owed S50 
now pay S100, but that it is dishonest 
for the government not to compel 
him to pay the largersum. ‘The or 
vans of the money interest say that 
debtors wish to pay their debis with 
rags. ‘They forget that they, and the 
voverpment acting in concert with 


them, seattered these rags over the | 


country and induced the people to 
contract debts on a rag basis and are 
now unwilling to receive them back 
again. Ifa year ago J had borrowed 
200 pounds of rags, with a promise to 
pay 1056 pounds, could my creditor 
rightfully insist that should pay 
him gold instead? Or would it be 
fau for him to combine with other 
capitalists to destroy all the rags in 
ihe country so that he night compel 
me to pay him gold instead? This

ihoughtthat the old States 
Bank with its capital of 335,000,000, 
Wasa power dangerous (o popular 
liberty : but our present national 
banks have a eapital of 239,000 
ten times as much as the old institu- 
tion had. Messra, Clay, Webster 
and Calhoun dreaded a goverument 
bank,and said thatit Was most for- 
tunate fur the country that there was 
an oantagonisin between the then 
sovernment and the United States 
Bank. Now we have the immense 
capital of the national banks, closely 
allied with a government tenfold 
more powerlul than existed with 
nearly twenty tines the expenditure 
and official patronage, It has, too, at 
Its back the power of $2,000,000,000 in 
tie hands of bondholders and other 
creditors, Who are baking a Common 
fight for it. This powerful combina- 
tion has up to the present time, car- 
ried all its points and wielded the 
power of the government atits wall. 
Lu the first conversation I ever had 
with Mr. Cathoun he spoke with 


great apprehension of the fateof our 


free system in theevent of the govern 
ment being able to acquire the eon- 
trol of the money power of the coun. 
try. Have not his fears been reali- 
“ed? Has not the government 
hitherto in its action been complete- 
ly subservient to the money power? 
We have how before us pot merely 
the question of pecuniary interest— 
that is overshadc wed by the higher 
issue of liberty. The result of next 
year’s contest will doubtless deter 
mine whetherour present system of 
free government is to continue in 
substance as well asin name. 
Entertaining such convictions, [, 
of course, feel the deepest interest in 
the coming elections in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. The platformsof the 
democratic party, if not all that{they 
should be, are in the right line of 
action, Of the probabilities of their 
success we must judge from the past. 
Since the so-called panie has become 
serious, the elections have Jgenerally 
been favorable to those opposed to 
the party in power. This was mainly 
due to the tinaneial condition of the 
couniry. When matters are going 
on smoothly the people are disposed 
to let the government remain in the 
hands of thosein power; but when 
they sustain injury they endeavor to 
ascertain the cause—jus* as a man 
does not think it necessary to con- 
sulta physician as long as he feels 
Well, but when attacked by pain he 
looks fora remedy. The attention 
of the masses having been called to 
the action of the government, they 
condemned it. ‘To this cause mainly 
are we to attribute the great political 
changes that have occurred iu the 
State elections. It was this that 
elected Gaston in Massachusetts, It 
is true there was said to be money 
enough in Massachusetts, but it was 
held by the few; nineteen out of 
twenty were ip want, and, finding no 
ctnployment to enable them to earn 
a living, manifested their dissatisfac- 
tion. I[t gave little consolation to 
suffering men to be told that General 
Butler and a few others had a super- 
abundance of money. The fact that 
a man’s crib and barn were full of 
grain and provender would not con- 
sole his live stock unless some of the 
contents could be obtained for their 
use. Itis not singular that the party 
in power should have lost ground 
from such causes, Their overthrow 
would have been much more signal 
if their opponents had had the sayac- 


er, 


‘he Uisiniereatednese atid the 


and syuarely on the true isste. Two 
of three bold speeches in the Senate, 

etting forth the truth of the causes 

om Which the country, Was suffer- 
ing, would have vreatly increased 
the majorities against the adminis- 
tration party. Deprived as they 
were of the counsel of most of those 


‘who should have beea their leaders, 


le understood the issue sufli- 
SPIT win the battle. Now, able 
menin Ohio, ds well as elsewhere, 
are presenting the question to the 
masses, and [ think they must win. 
They bave trath and justice wth 
them, and the interests of nineteen- 
twenticeths of the people are on the 
same side, Against them is arrayed 
almost the entire money power of 
the country, which cau to a great ex- 
teut control newspapers and furnish 
orators. 

It has struck me that the hard 
money organs are overshooting the 
mark im their mode of warfare. Feel- 
ing their cause to be on its merits 
weak, not content with cunning soph- 
istries, they ate profuse in the use of 
denuneiatory epithets. ‘They are con- 
ying out rag money, aflirm- 
ing that ali opposed to their view are 
dishonest; thata wan who wishes 
debtors to pay only as much as they 
vriginally owed is no better than a 
koave, &c. On the other side it has 
vratitied me to see with what patience 
the people of the country have borne 
the evils under which they are suffer- 
ing. A simliar eondijien of afltairs 
would, in most parts of hurope, have 
produced a revolution, or at least up- 
risings and disturbances on a much 
larger scale than those in Penn- 
sylvania. Our citizens, with the 
spirit of enlightened Americans, are 
merely striving to tind reme- 
dies through the ballot-box. 

The hard money organs denounce 
as repudiators all who are against 
their ruinous policy of contraction. 
Ifa repudiation party should raise, It 
will be due to the denunciatory 
course of these organg that, in their 
profusion of epithets, are likely, to 
excite the anger of the suffering 
masses. The people of this country 
are willing to pay every dollar of the 
national debt, but they think it 
ought to be paid inthe manner least 
burdensome to them. If was a great 
nistake that the government did not 
content itself with paying merely the 
interest of the debt up to this time, 
leaving the principal to be discharg- 
ed after the country had recovered 
from the losses of the war and its 
wealth and. population had been In- 
creased so that the burden would 
have been rendered comparatively 
light. Paying the Interest in gold 
would have brought the bonds up to 
par, and this ought to have 
sitisfied men who hid origin- 
ally bought them for balf ther 
face yalue. The bondholders and 
their allies, by insisting on more than 
this, and urging a policy as unjust as 
it is ruinous, may so irritate the 
miasses as to lay a ground for a 
diation party. Men may rise up over 
the land who, by slowing that the 
bondhelders have already received 
mere than the prineipal and 
of What they actually paid in gold, 
may so iniiuence the minds of the 
people as to imduce many to favor 
stopping further payments, Should 
any such steong party arise it will be 
solely due to the greediness and in- 
solence of the money power, Depre- 


trust that capitalists will be content, 
like Shylock, with the poundof flesh, 
aud not also insist on having the Hfe 
blood of the country. It is idle for 
them to coutinue to push aside the 
real issue by cuuning sophistries.— 
They point to the fact that ia Mng- 
land and in this country, Wien. #us- 
pension of specie payments existed, 
business Was not prosperous toward 
the close of those periods. In times 
of great trial, governments are com- 
pelled to resoft to systems of eredit. 
Had not the United States in the late 
civil war drawn largely on its eredit 
with the people the war eould not 
have been maintained on its gigan- 
tic scale for a single year. Any 
striving now to pay off these debts 
too rapidly inflicts on the miasses just 
such evils as were experienced in 
Enyvland from a likeecourse. Intheir 
arguments they mistake cause for ef- 
feet. Their error istike that ofaman 
vho should say that earrying eruteh- 
es made men lame, becnuse all the 
men he saw with crutehes were lame, 
If our goyernment had not resorted 
toasvstem of credit and expansion 
of curreney it conld not have moved 
atall The suffering now experi- 
enced results from its attempting to 
throw away its crutches too soon.— 
By allowing a longer time for recoy- 
ery theinjury might be greatly iess- 
ened. 

Correspondent—What is your idea, 
General, of the national bank sys- 
tem? 

General Clingman—The present 
national bank monopoly ought to be 
discontinued and a system of State 
banks allowed to take its place. For 
ten or fifteen years prior to 1860 we 
had as good a system of eurrency as 
we could reasonably expect to see. I 
doubt if the community lost as much 
under that plan as it does under the 
present one. Indeed, in addition to 
liabilities of individna!l losses, the 
present national bank organization, 
besides its inordinate gains, is ens 
abled to make so extensive combina- 
tions among its members as to p!ace 
the business operations of the country 
under its contro), and the debtor class 
at its mercy. Besides removing if, 
the government should, it seems to 
me, not only coin specie but also 
furnish the paper needed for cireula- 
tion. By making that paper reeeiv- 
able for all publie dues, it could 
doubtless keep ailoat a larger volume 
than we now have. ‘To prevent de- 
preciation that paper should be ex- 
changeable for government bonds at 
a rate of interest not above four per 
cent. In the first instance such paper 
should be exchanged for the present 
national bank nates, paid out for all 
its expenditures, except what it is 
bound to pay in specie, and in exs 
change for interest bearing bonds at 
a fair rate, until there was outstand- 
ing such a volume as the wants of 
commerce and business required, to 
be lessened when necessary by ins 
vestment in bauds bearing a low rate 
of interest. 

Carrespondent—W hat do you think 
of the chanees of the two parties in

General Clingman—As to that, I 
can only form an opinion from the 
issues peodine aud from my knowl- 
edge of the influence ganally exerted 
on men by such a condition of affairs 
us now exists there, If the subject 
were well presented and so thorough.
